considered at that time the western boundary of civilization; and 
brave indeed was the settler who ventured west of it into the land 
of the hostile Indian. The long tiers of graceful blutfs sloping 
upward and backward, gradually and gracefully, presented a pleas- 
ing sight to the vision of the Mormon, and, like the patriarchs 
of old, said, “Here we shall make our home.” heir usual thrift 
and industry soon made an opening in the forest, and they were 
closely followed by other hardy pioneers, who soon made a settle- 
ment in the beautiful spot. The native Indian welcomed the white 
settlers to the peaceful land, and traded and bartered with him, but 
he was soon driven out, and his lands were ceded by treaty and 
opened to settlement by the whites. -The Mormons prospered in 
their settlement, but becomine distrustful of the advance of the 
Gentiles, who soon outnumbered them two to one, they began to 
explore further west, and abandoned their new found home. 

In the summer of 1853, the United States land office was 
established, and soon after the first rush of settlers came. ‘Phe 
small settlement soon became a thrifty town, and the territory was 
organized. The settlement was named Kanesville, in honor of a 
brother of the Arctic explorer, who had been a staunch friend dur- 
ing their persecution. Kanesville was succeeded by Council Bluffs 
in 1853. Council Blulfs was surveyed in 1854 by the present city 
engineer, Mr. Thomas ‘Tostevin. Slowly, but surely, the merits of 
the favored locality became heralded to the Hast, and from that time 
settlers in the Kast advanced westward until Council Bluffs soon 
became a frontier city. It would be easy to fill page after page 
With a description of the frontier days of Council Bluffs, but this 
book is intended to convey to the reader the advantages, in a de- 
tailed, way, of Council Bluffs as she is today, the peer of any.

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SCENES IN FAIRMOUNT PARK. 
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[parks and Pleasure Resorts of the City. 


ORDS cannot convey even the faintest conception of the grandeur and magnificence of 
lairmount park. Nowhere else are there such superb views. The panorama that un- 
furls itself to one’s view from the crest of the bluffs with the city of Council Bluffs at 

(GB ® their feet and Omaha, Lake Manawa and the Missouri river stretching away in the dis- 
lance is a truly magnificent sight. “One of the great beauties of Fairmount park lies in the fact 
that it is entirely natural.” It contains one hundred and twenty acres, and is situated one-half 
nile from the center of the city, “practically within its gates.” The Park Commissioners have ex- 
vended thousands of dollars in beautifying the interior and by laying a system of concrete walks 
ind driveways, besides permanent improvements in its water supply. The great reservoir which 
supplies the city its water is located in the park. Towering hills and shady nooks are  inter- 
ningled in strange combination. Shady driveways, “winding in and out,” pass through it in all 
lirections. Thousands of pleasure seekers revel in its picturesque beauty when the hills and yal- 
eys are clothed in their freshest green, of which the world, perhaps, does not contain the counterpart. 

Bayliss park lies in the heart of the city, opposite the Grand Hotel. It is one of Council 
sluff’s most favored resorts, where one can pass away in the heat of the summer day, a few idle 
noments beneath the shade of the umbrageous trees. In storm or in sun they afford a shelter. 
Mhe birds build safe nests in them. ‘Nhe squirrels make free in them. Rich scents come from 
heir leaves and bark. A beautiful fountain located in the center adds to the attractiveness of the 
ark and lends enchantment to the scene. 

The Globe, in an article on Cochran park, speaks of that beautiful resort as follows: ‘lor 
gany years Bayliss park has been admired both by home residents and visitors as one of the 
lost beautiful plats of ground in all the wide world. Henceforth its beauty and attractiveness 
all be challenged by a west side rival known as Cochran park. Under the fostering care of 
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Commissioner Harding, the park, with its willows and elders and maples and elms, its snowballs 
and bridal wreaths, its emerald carpet, stone walks and rustic seats, has developed so rapidly that 
today it is a perfect little gem, the pride of the people of that part of the city. 

Big Lake, lying within the city limits, at the north, contains 420 acres. As a boating and 
fishing resort it has become famous. ‘There are many other smaller parks scattered throughout 
and around the city reposing, comparatively undistured, in their native grandeur. A’ pen deserip- 
tion of the city’s recreation grounds would do them but scanty justice, nor can they be adequately 
represented by pictures in a limited work of this kind. The illustrations are taken at random and 
merely show a few characteristic scenes in the leading parks. 

Lake Manawa covers about 750 acres 
and is the most beautiful body of water in 
the West. It is three miles from the city, and 
is easily reached by rail, cars leaving Ninth 
and Broadway every 30°) minutes. — Hunting 
and fishing are delightful recreations here and 
are largely indulged in by all who visit. it. 
Several steamers and yachts ply upon its placid 
waters. Grand Plaza and Manhattan Beach 
are noted throughout the West as fine camping 
and picnic grounds. “Phe Lake Manawa Rail-

The Water of the City. 


OUNCIL BLUIFS has the finest system of waterworks of any city in the West. The water 
is absolutely pure, and the source of supply is the Missouri river. The water is pumped 
from the river into large reservoirs at the foot of Broadway, where the matter held in 

suspension setiles, and the water is then pumped into a reservoir in Fairmount Park, which has a 
daily capacity of 14,000,000 gallons. I-rom there it flows into mains, and is distributed over the city 
through thirty-nine miles of mains from four to thirty inches in diameter, and 283 fire hydrants. 
When a pressure of more than eighty pounds is desired, the reservoir is cut out, and pressure as 
high as 120 pounds is secured from the large pumping station, which has a capacity of 8,000,000 
gallons daily. The local officers of the company are FE. W. Hart, general manager, and Geo. I, 
Wright, vice-president.

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The Free Public Library. 


Ile ree Public Library of Council Bluffs is situated on the third floor of the Merriam 
block. It occupies the entire north end of the building, with a frontage on three streets, 
viving a view on one side of the beautiful bluffs cast of the city, on the other side Bayliss 
Park, and in front a view of the business portion of the town. Phe large room is well lighted by 

over forty windows, and handsomely furnished in old oak. There are at present over 22,000 vols. 
on the shelves, with an annual circulation: of 82,000; a reference room inclosed by old) oak and 
plate glass casings, with 5,000 volumes on open shelves to which the students and readers have 
free access; a etl furnished reading room with daily, semi-weekly and 
weekly papers of all the large cities from New York to San Francisco, 
on the racks, and the best Ameri icanand foreign magazines on the tables, 
Which visitors may use without restriction, The library has passed 
through many vicissitudes before it reached its present form. It was first 
organized in March, 1866, and one year later was destroyed by fire. In 
1869 it was reorganized for the benelit of the pupils of the High School 
and again incor porated in W71lasa Public School Library. Some of the 
books bought by these two organizations are now on the shelves. In 1878 
the women of the city, finding the library in a state of ruin and decay, 
formed a Library Association, increased the number of books to between 
two and three thousinl vols., and in 1881 petitioned the Council to sub- 
mit a proposition to the taxpayers to levy a tax for the support of the li- 
brary. Phe election was carried by alarge majority. In August, 1881, the 
first tax was levied, and on April 24, 1883, the library was opened to the 
public. It was founded by menand women of broad culture, whose liberal 
tendencies influence the policy of the library today. he present Trus- 
tees are: D. C. Bloomer, LL.

DUCATTIONAL facilities of an exceptional character are provided for the rising generation 


of Council Bluffs. The growth and development of the public schools has been wonder 


ful, and there is perhaps no city in the West that can lay claim to a better system. The 


city owns sixteen school buildings, valued at $249,400, and real estate, furniture and apparatus

ar. There are 7,604 children within the scholastic age from 
5 to 21 years old) and they are divided as follows, according to 
last report: Males, 3,553; females, 4,051. Number of teachers 
employed, 115, and the total amount paid teachers during school 
year 1896-7, was $58,191.41. Four kindergarten schools’ have 
been established as an experiment this year, and the results 
have proved very satisfactory, and in all probability will be en- 
larged in the future.

Qn the second floor are the apartments of the Sisters, and the third floor is devoted to sleeping 
apartments. “Phe southeast wing, 100x50 feet, built in 1890, containing the departments for the 
treatment of mental diseases, is divided as follows: First floor, nine private rooms and toilet room, 
two dining rooms, kitchen and pantry; second floor, twelve private rooms and. toilet room; third 
floor, twelve private rooms and toilet:room; fourth floor, eleven private rooms, toilet room and din 
ing room. “Throughout this wine the rooms are excellently ventilated. The northwest wing was 
built in 1895, and is 120x50 feet. It is used exclusively for hospital work, and is connected with 
the other part of the building by a large entrance hall. The heating system ts indirect, air being 
brought into the building through a large tunnel runnine under its whole length. The air is com 
pletely changed in all the rooms every three minutes. The plumbing ts first class in every re 


spect, and the ventilation is one of the noticeable features, admired by every visitor. In this wing 


there are forty-five rooms for patients. On the second floor are placed the chapel and the operat 
ing room, the latter being wonderfully complete in its provisions for anti-septic surgery.

At the west end stands the Government 
Building, flanked by the imposing colonnades which converge to- 
ward the west. The Canal is spanned by picturesque bridges, 
built to permit the passage of gondolas and small boats. It is 
the intention to present a collective mining exhibit which shall 
excel any former exposition of the products of American mines. 
All agricultural products will be shown in a way to set forth 
their value and the proportionate part they take in products of 
the West. Some of the most valuable electrical collections in 
the world will form part of the electricity section. It is the aim 
and desire of the managers to secure for the Fine Arts exhibit 
a collection of paintings and other works of art of the highest 
merit and excellence. Nearly every school of painting will be 
represented, and also those of sculpture and statuary. An ethno- 
logical exhibit of rare interest will, without exception, be the 
strongest feature of the Hxposition.

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the Exposition by sculptor G. J. Zolney will be a type of the highest art. ‘This beautiful work 
is a symbolic group sixty feet high, representing the progress of civilization. <A figure typifing 
Omaha is seated in a chariot drawn by American lions, or pumas, and around the front part of 


the group are those who lead the way in civilization—the pioneer, the hunter and the soldier; 
following these are the scholar, statesman and the philosopher, The design will cost $25,000. 


Unique and wholesome attractions will charaterize the amusement section. The foreign villages 
‘will present picturesque types of architecture, and will be peopled by natives of the countries rep- 
resented, ‘There will be theaters of foreign nations and mechanical novelties in infinite variety. 
The elaborate musical programmes that are now being prepared will insure the grandest musical 
_festival—continuing from the opening to the closing day—that was ever known in the West. ‘The 
most noted bands of this and foreign countries will be present. 

While the Exposition will be held in Omaha, Council Bluffs will undoubtedly be called upon to 


entertain a great many visitors during the Exposition. The accessibility and convenience of Coun— 


cil Bluffs to the Exposition will permit thousands of visitors to stop in this city during their 
stay. The railroads and electric motor lines will make direct connections from Council Bluffs to 
the Exposition grounds. It is unnecessary to expatiate upon the advantages of Council Bluffs, but 


suffice it to say, that any one stopping here will be royally entertained. ‘The beautiful and pic. 


turesque parks and lakes of Council Bluffs will afford places of amusement and recreation unsur- 
passed in the West.
